AN OPEN LETTER 
TO THE AMERICAN PEOPLE 


Gentlemen: 

Many times in the past we have said or in- 
sinuated that “Congress does not know what 
it is doing.” Now, as of September 25, 1967, 
many badly-shaken Congressmen and Sena- 
tors agree with us. 

A campaign was organized, nation-wide to 
oblige the members of the United States Sen- 
ate to face (up to) the fact that they had 
neither control of nor responsibility for the 
‘Armed Forces of the United States; that both 
power and responsibility had been transferred 
to the United Nations with the ““Commander- 
in-Chief” himself under mandatory UN dis- 
cipline. 

QUESTION: The nation - wide campaign 
hinged upon a simple question, viz: “If the 
United Nations calls up our armed forces for 
service in South Africa and/or Rhodesia, 
WHAT CAN CONGRESS DO TO PREVENT 
TT?" 

Tens of thousands of letters poured into 
Washington repeating “the question” and 
compelling individual members of Congress to 
face the fact that Congress could DO NOTH- 
ING to prevent such a call-up. Those who 
had doubts were promptly set straight by the 
State Department which informed them that 
the Law of the Land now is: 


THE LAW: The President, as Commander- 
in-Chief of the Armed Forces and as architect 
of our foreign affairs, has sole authority to 
deploy the armed forces of the United States. 

The State Department had, some months 
earlier, informed the thoroughly bewildered 
Congress that the law of the land also is: The 
President and not the Congress has authority 
over foreign trade. (This came up when the 
President ordered the embargo against Rho- 
desia.) Art. I, Sec. 8, Para. 2 (Commerce) 
and 11 (to dictate war) had been nullified at 
some time, and by somebody, and Congress 
had known nothing about it. 

Over the years the Congress has been in- 
duced through a smoothly operating program 
of “gradualism” to call upon the APPOINT- 
ED State Department, rather than the law- 
yers in their own ELECTED Congress, for le- 
gal advice and interpretations. The masterd 
minds of state pour out a torrent of gobble-

States government. The present terror in 
Congress will be greatly magnified when 
they realize the nature of the commitment 
they made in enacting the Disarmament Act 
(S.J. 87-297). If they couldn’t understand the 
simple language of the Tonkin Gulf Resolu- 
tion, which authorized the half-million man 
build-up in Vietnam, what, oh what, did they 
understand of 87-297 whose fork - tongued 
language authorizes the TOTAL AND COM- 
PLETE DISARMING OF THE UNITED 
STATES WITH ALL OUR ARMED FORCES 
TO BE TURNED OVER TO THE UNITED 
NATIONS? 

Gentlemen: the first hand report on how 
Congress was allegedly tricked into authoriz- 
ing the President (who says he didn’t need 
their authorization to conduct any kind of 
war he wants to wage in South East Asia, in- 
cluding full-scale war with China) in our 
opinion calls for WHOLESALE IMPEACH- 
MENT at the very highest echelons of the 
Federal Government. 

The beginning of our secret involvement in 
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Vietnam came when the State Department 
persuaded Diem Ngu, who-had been living in 
exile in New York State for several years, to 
return to Vietnam to take over the govern- 
ment. Then Diem, whose “government” was 
not a member of SEATO, invited the United 
States to come to his aid in fighting “Com- 
munists.”” We began to pour billions of dollars 
in “Aid” into South Vietnam and to send 
armed forces personnel into that country to 
“ADVISE THE VIETNAMESE.” Later we 
were to “train” their armed forces; and still 
later we were to do their fighting for them. 


As the war escalated and the casualties 
mounted the people began to rebel and.an “in- 
cident” was needed to promote Congressional 
involvement, Quite providentially, according 
to the press and the President, on August 2 
and again. on August 4, 1964 some little 
North Vietnam PT boats took a few potshots 
at our giant destroyer, U.S.S. Maddox in Ton- 
kin Gulf. 

The President hastily called before him cer- 
tain (unnamed) members of Congress and 
urged the adoption of a “Sense Resolution” 
directing him to, in effect, do as he pleased 
and to go as far as he liked in South East 
Asia. Nothing was said about a Declaration 
of War and no time was given for an investi- 
gation to determine whether there had actu- 
ally been any attack by the VC on our de- 
stroyer and, if so, the extent of that damage. 
Now, 3 years later, the question is raised. 

If there was a man then in Congress who 
did not know that the Roosevelt administra- 
tion, needing an incident in 1941 to persuade 
Congress to declare war, HAD DELIBER- 
ATELY ARRANGED THE SINKING OF 
OUR FLEET at Pearl Harbor, such a man 
was not sufficiently informed to be in Con- 
gress. And if, knowing the facts of Pearl Har- 
bor, these Congressmen did not harbor some 
skepticism in the Tonkin Gulf “incident” they 
simply did not have the qualifications neces- 
sary to enact a “SENSE” Resolution, as the 
record will show, and has shown in the at- 
tempted sinking of the USS Liberty, where 
Congressional reaction bordered closely upon, 
“We're sorry too, Little One. Better luck next 
time.” 

On August 7th the “Sense Resolution” was 
enacted; the President has increased the 
American forces in South Vietnam from 
some 20,000 to half a million — the dead, 
from a few hundred to more-than 15,000. In 
all Congress only 2 men, Senators Gruening 
(Alaska) and Morse (Oregon) voted against 
the nm while more than 500 voted for

signed the task of pushing the “Sense Resolu- 
tion” through Congress, While he says now 
he did not know what he was doing. The rec- 
ords show otherwise. When confronted with 
the record he confessed that he had known 
what he was doing at the time but had relied 
upon the pledged word of the President that 
the unconstitutional and unlimited power 
conferred upon the President by this Resolu- 
tion would not be used to escalate the war in 
Vietnam. Mr. Fulbright is charging now that 
the President obtained this fateful resolution 
by fraud and deceit. The slogan-drugged 
Congress did not remember that President 
Wilson had “kept us out of war” while he was 
trying to bait the Congress into declaring war 
and President Roosevelt had pledged “again 
and again and again” our sons would not be 
sent into a foreign war. LBJ pledged both be- 
fore and after the Tonkin Gulf Resolution 
that “American boys will not be sent to do 
the jobs that Asian boys should do,” and be- 
cause Senator Fulbright believed him, the 
whole Congress (except 2) voted the Presi- 
dent unlimited authority for action in South 
East Asia. 

Gentlemen: Read the following Resolve. 
See if you can understand it. Decide whether 
YOU would have voted for it: 

“The United States is, therefore, prepared 
as the President determines, to take all ne- 
cessary action, including the use of armed 
forces, to assist any member or protocol 
State in the South East Asian Collective De- 
fense Treaty requesting assistance in defense 
of its freedom.” 

Senator Fulbright now says: “We did re- 
solve, we did act, and I have said many times 
I think wrongly, precipitously, without due 
consideration to giving authority far beyond 
that particular attack... 

“T regard this as one of the most tragic 
mistakes in American history. I did not in- 
tend to authorize it. Now, I think it is clear 
that Congress is, in large part, at fault in not 
being precise.” 

This “one of the most tragic mistakes in 
American history” has cost the lives of 15,- 
000 young men with many times that number 
wounded. The question now is: Will Congress 
allow that “mistake” to stand or will Con- 
gress voluntarily move to correct it? If Con- 
gress fails and refuses to act — must our 
young men continue to die because there is 
no real representation for them at any level 
of government? The debate sparked by Sena- 
tor Gruening came about because of two 
statements made by the administration in the 
previous week, The Congress was just be- 
ginning to awake from a long, propaganda- 
drugged sleep, and the import of these state- 
ments “got through” to them. 

LBJ had stated in a speech to the Ameri- 
can Bar Association (a sub-committee of 
which had ruled unanimously that the actions 
of the administration in South Vietnam were 
legal in accordance with the Charter of the 
United Nations and the SEATO Treaty) that: 
“We stated then (at the time he ASKED for 
the Tonkin Gulf Resolution) and we repeat 
now, WE DID NOT THINK THE RESOLU- 
TION WAS.NECESSARY to do what we did 
and what we’re doing.” 

Undersecretary of State, Katzenbach, has 
said that Congressional Declarations of War 
are outmoded. Many members of Congress, 
apparently a majority, find this statement in- 
conceivable; but, they are wrong. Mr. Katzen- 
bach dropped a hint to the wise which 
reached no “wise” faculties. He said: 

“The use of the phrase, ‘to declare war,’ as 
it was used in the Constitution of the United 
States had a particular meaning in terms of 
the practices which existed at that time and 
which existed really until the United Nations 
Organization.” (Congressional Record 8-21- 
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Since its inception, the UN office of undersecretary-general for political and security 
council affairs—which coordinates all military, disarmament and atomic energy mat- 
ters for the Security Council—has been held by an open Communist from a Commu- 


nist country. 


NOT CONGRESS is authorized to decide for 
us when, where, why and against whom WE 
go to war. 

It is the failure of the Congress to make 
any effort to REVIEW THE CHARTER OF 
THE UN to UNDERSTAND OUR COMMIT- 
MENTS under that Charter and the thou- 
sands of treaties, agreements and resolutions 
of the UN, which has led Congress into a full- 
scale war in Vietnam. Only now does an ele- 
ment in Congress realize they are powerless 
to prevent a call-up of our Armed Forces for 
service in a UN Army (and the “Special 
Forces” SEATO Army in South Vietnam IS 
a UN Army as surely as was the UN Force 
in Korea), The STATE DEPARTMENT AD- 
MITS that the field command in Vietnam is 
complying with Article 54 of the UN Charter 
and “reports promptly and fully all major 
activities in South Vietnam” to the Security, 
Council. This same Article requires that ac- 
tivities “IN CONTEMPLATION” must be re- 
ported also. So, in carrying out the provisions 
of the Article WE are informing the UN in 
advance of what we intend to do. (The Rus- 
sian head of the Military Department of the 
UN should be able to use that type of infor- 
mation!) Please remember, the American 
Bar Association report that “WE” are legally 
engaged in the Vietnam War, not in accord- 
ance with the Constitution of the United 
States nor by the authority of the Tonkin 
Gulf Resolution, but in accordance with the 
Charter of the United Nations and the South 
East Asian Treaty Organization (SEATO). 


An awakening Congress struggling weakly 
to its feet, surveys the disastrous wreckage 
evident on every hand. What can they do? 
Repeal the Tonkin Gulf Resolution with half 
a million men pinned down in Vietnam? Re- 
veal their own incompetence in an election 
year? If they suddenly became statesmen 
and repealed the Resolution, what would hap- 
pen? The Administration would ignore them. 
Under the UN law they really did not need 
the resolution. It was JUST A SCHEME TO 
INVOLVE CONGRESS IN THEIR CRIME 
as they have done many times before. 

Remember too, Senator Fulbright who 
pushed the Resolution through Congress 
now says it was one of the most tragic mis- 
takes of American History. What can Con- 
gress do now to stop the tragedy? 

There is one thing they could do — in 3 
days time or less! Review the UN Charter 
and examine its treaties, agreements and 
resolutions. THE MOST TRAGIC MISTAKE 
IN AMERICAN HISTORY WAS THE 
RATIFICATION OF THAT CHARTER. 

, One of the provisions of this fraudulent 
‘charter’ which actually, on the face of it, is 





a Constitution for a new government, is Ar- sta 
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to review and revise at this time they might 
LOSE THE WHOLE CHARTER as they, 
certainly would have done in the face of a 
1954 Senate Subcommittee Report that there 
was not enough of the 1945 Charter left to 
amend. It had been euchered out of business 
by the UN itself. Every revision is on the 
agenda of the General Assembly and each 
year it is postponed. 

This was the most important (and fraudu- 
lent) “treaty” ever entered into by the Unit- 
ed States. It was not ONE of the most tragic 
mistakes in American history; it was THE 
most tragic mistake of all time. 

At a press conference, held subsequent to 
the Gruening-Katzenbach-Fulbright debate, 
in defense of his unlimited authority, the 
President asserted that the late Senator Rob- 
ert A. Taft approved of sending troops to Ko- 
rea but objected to the way President Tru- 
man had done it without the consent of Con- 
gress. 

The fact is that Mr. Taft, in his book, A 
Foreign Policy for Americans, reveals his 
vigorous opposition to the whole Korean war 
scheme, Senator Taft, we believe, has estab- 
lished very clearly where we parted company 
with the Constitution. Heed his remarks! “I 
voted for and supported the United Nations’ 
Charter in the Senate on July 28; 1945, I 
was never satisfied with the Charter and 
stated my criticism definitely at the time. 

“It follows that, except as such policies 
may ultimately protect our own sécurity, we 
have no primary interest as a national policy 
to improve conditions or materia] welfare in 
other parts of the world or to change other- 
forms of government. Certainly we should. 
not engage in war to achieve such purposes.” 

On page 32, Senator Taft quotes from a 
letter written by F. D. Roosevelt to Premier 
Reynau : “... so long as the French people 
continue in defense of their liberty . . . ma- 
terial and supplies will be sent to them from 
the United States. . .. I know that you will 
understand that these statements carry with 
po NO IMPLICATION OF MILITARY 

MMITMENTS, ONLY THE CONG S 
CAN MAKE SUCH COMMITMENTS” 

President Roosevelt died before the United 
Nations Charter was approved at San Fran- 
cisco, Then Harry S. Truman became Presi- 
dent and, to settle a dispute at the San Fran- 
cisco Convention, he wired from Potsdam: 
“When any such agreement or agreements 
are negotiated (to provide troops for a UN 
Army) it will be my purpose to ask the Con- 
gress for appropriate legislation to approve

Some months ago our President offered 
the North Vietnamese a ceasefire and one 
billion dollars if they would form a coalition 
government and be good. (We have made 
such trades in Cuba, in China, in neutralist 
communist Laos and other lost wars too num- 
erous to mention.) Evidently, the North 
Vietnamese and their Chinese and Russian 
allies are holding out for two billion. 

And now President Johnson has embarked 
upon a buy-peace program in South Vietnam. 
He plans to pour so many of our goodies— 
not his — into South Vietnam that a stable 
government-will result. Then the North Viet- 
namese will look at their fed-and-fat brothers 
to the South and cry out for peace and food— 
and houses and roads and cars and movies 
and TV and the other goodies of the affluent 
society. As is par for the course, this theory 
ignores the fact that Communism has never, 
anywhere, risen from the starving masses, 
but has been conceived, born, fed and admin- 
istered by rich, well-fed intellectuals, from the 
top down, 


The unswerving goal of every Communist, 
high and low, Russian, Chinese, Yugoslav, 
Cuban or American, is the destruction and 
enslavement of the United States of America. 
‘And then the world. Therefore, there are no 
good Communists, except dead Communists. 
‘And well-fed Communists are not less danger- 
ous but more dangerous — because they are 
stronger and more successful. Our goal 
should not be to feed Communists but to 
starve them; not to help them succeed, but 
to make them fail, 

A well-fed world would be like the wolf in 
Little Red Riding Hood — a big mouth, the 
better to swallow you with, my dear! 

“But in every communist country most of 
the people are not even Communists. We 
should not allow innocent people to go hun- 
ery,” the idealists exclaim. True, it is the 
leaders and the members of the party who are 
the criminals, not the average little peasant.

We've given untold billions to Chinese, Rus- 
sian and other enemies.

The only way we'll ever have permanent

“THE INVISIBLE GOVERNMENT 
By ALTON THATCHER 


There aré two governments in the United 
States today. One is visible. The other is in- 
visible, 

The first is the government that citizens 
read about in newspapers and school children 
study about in civic books. 

The second is the interlocking, hidden ma- 
chinery that carries out, after it has planned, 
the domestic and foreign policies of the 
United States. Decisions in peace and war are 
handled by a small directorate, the name of 
which is only whispered. The name of this 
group, even its existence, is unknown outside 
the innermost circle of the invisible govern- 
ment, the arm of the international -bankers 
and their pet project the United Nations. 

The invisible government established and 
consolidated its authority during FDR’s Ad- 
ministration. Today it is in full command of 
the federal executive branch, Congréss, and 
the Supreme Court. It also controls the CIA, 
the National Security Council, the Defense In- 
telligence- Agency, the National Security 
‘Agency, Army-Navy-Air-Force Intelligence, 
the State Department’s bureau of Intelli- 
gence, the Atomic Energy «Commission, 
the Federal Bureau of Investigation, and our 
public school educational system. 

The invisible government controls every 
phase of our national government, America’s 
foreign policy, and the valuation and devalua- 
tion of the dollar as set forth by the Interna- 
tional bankers; who control the English pound 
and the French francs. 

It is the process by which they are shaping 
the lives of two-hundred million Americans. 
These decisions are made outside the Ameri- 
ean public view. 

For an illustration of how the dictatorship 
of the invisible government works in violation 
of the Constitution of the United States, listen 
to the following: 

On November 23, 1963, during his first full 
day in office, LBJ was taken by McGeorge 
Bundy who had been President Kennedy’s 
personal link with the invisible government to 
the Situation room, a restricted command 
post deep in the White House basement. 
There the new President, surrounded by top 
secret maps, electronic equipment and com- 
munications, received instructions from John 
McCone. 

There is no end to the illegal invisible gov- 
ernment which functions over our federal 
government. And there is no end to the ex- 
treme political, economic, and racial upheaval 
in the United States. 

We fight a savage war in Vietnam, a war 
which our hand-tied government will not seek 
to win. It has cost America over 15,000 lives 
and over 86,000 wounded on the battlefields. 
The war could have been ended long ago, and 
still could by adequate use of power which 
this country has. But it continues with no de- 
sign for victory, as we continue to fight under 
the influence of the invisible government and 
the United Nations RATHER THAN OUR 
OWN MILITARY GENERALSHIP. 

Besides, we are in the midst of a crime 
wave in the United States. It is unequalled 
in our history. Murder, rape, assault, grand 
theft, even bank robbery are common, and 
the pater cesspool continues to rise. The 

courts, egged on by misnamed sociologists, 
not only fail to crack down on crime but 
knock down barriers to make it easier for the 
criminal.

“Where in the Constitution is it written, 
in what article or section is it contained, that 
you may take children from their parents, 
and parents from their children, and compel 
them to fight the battle of any war in which 
the folly and wickedness of the government 
may engage itself? Who will show me any 
constitutional injunction which makes it the 
duty of the American people to surrender 
every thing valuable in life, and even life 
itself, whenever the purposes of any ambi- 
tious and mischievous government may re- 
quire it? A-free government with an un- 
controlled power of military conscription, is 
the most ridiculous and abominable contra- 
diction and nonsense that ever entered the 
heads of.men.” (Daniel Webster — January 
14, 1816, House of Representatives). 

The 13th Amendment of the Constitution 
states: “Neither slavery, nor involuntary 
servitude, except as punishment for crime, 
where the party have been duly convicted, 
shall exist in. the United States.” 

To conscript our finest boys and men and 
force them to-go on the other side of the 
world to: kill or be killed by total strangers 
in the name of defending the.

later .. . according to the press: ‘He repeated 
that his Constitutional authority did not de- 
pend upon the consent of Congress. . .’ 

“Furthermore, a document was submitted 
to Congress entitled ‘Powers of the President 
to Send Armed Forces Outside the United 
States’... . This document contains the most 
unbridled claims for the authority of the 
President that I have ever seen in cold print, 
In effect, the document asserts that when- 
ever, in his opinion, American foreign policy 
requires, he may send troops to any part 
whatsoever in the world. No matter what the 
war is... that may involve us.” 

The absolute authority of the United Na- 
tions to call upon the President to “make 
available to the Security Council ON ITS 
CALL, armed forces, assistance and facilities 
has been understood and recognized by every 
president from Truman to Johnson — yet 
Congress knew nothing about it! They have 
watched the United States forces dragooned 
into undeclared wars in Korea and Vietnam 
under laws of which they are completely ig- 
norgent. Now, as they strive frantically to get 
our young men out of Vietnam they are 
blandly and insolently informed by the Presi- 
dent and over-educated upstarts from De- 
fense and State that the President has full 
authority to send them any place on earth 
and to pin them down for ten to fifty years 
if he so desires. 

It has been demonstrated in the recent dis- 
patch of transport planes and crews to the 
Congo, that a vocal and outraged Congress 
can take the starch out of the Administration 
master-minds.

But, whatever the accomplishments now, 
nothing will be settled on a permanent basis 
until the United States Senate and the 50 
State Legislatures review the UN Charter and 
inspect the treaties and resolutions. Unless 
we know where we were we will not know 
where we are nor how to chart a sensible 
course to where we are going. :
